Hi! 

Well, I have been hoarding the knowledge to myself but must share it. 
Target stores around here (Indianapolis, IN) are selling a little Furio 
brand 6" face clock that bears a xstriking*x resemblance to a ship's radio 
room clock! 

Material looks like brushed stainless steel. OD is about 8", with a 12" 
flange all the way around (screws at top, bottom and each side); then the 
body of the clock sticks out about 1.75", with another just under 1/2" 
flange over the front glass. Markings are "normal" numbers, black ona 
white clockface, with minute ticks. Spade-shaped ends on the hands. No 
sweep second hand (drat!). 

Face and markings seem pretty durable. My second such purchase hangs 
over the "WTHR Ham Club" desk, with the notation "Greenwich Mean Time" 
rubber-cemented on the dial. I suspect a determined person with a steady 
hand and the skill could add the red wedges at :15 and :45 (what are they, 
Jeff, three minutes wide?) and there's just enough room to add the 
four-second dashes around the outside for auto-alarm timing (not much use 
without a second hand...but one can find better clock movements...). 


Anyway, it's about US$30.00 (ouch) and is as close to a real ship's 
radio clock as those of us away from the coasts are likely to find!

Subject: Corrosion Susceptibility of Cu Alloys to Ammonia 


Hey Gang - 


The comments made about the susceptibility of brasses and other copper-based 
alloys to corrosive attack by ammonia and ammonium ion solutions are 
correct. Except for commercially pure coppers, copper-based alloys 
(brasses, bronzes, copper alloys, etc) have notoriously poor resistance to 
corrosion by ammonia and solutions containing ammonium ion. In particular, 
brasses and bronzes are very susceptible to stress corrosion cracking from 
ammonia-bearing aqueous environments. 


As for Bakelite knobs, try polishing them with slurries made from fine 


alumina powders and water. One micron size alumina in water should be very 
satisfactory. Metallurgical laboratory specimens are often mounted in 
Bakelite pucks, and ground and polished to a mirror finish. A typical 
sequence consists of various grits of silicon carbide or alumina sand paper 
from 120 or 180 to 600 grit, followed by polishing using diamond suspensions 
and alumina suspensions. While diamond suspensions are expensive, they can 
be purchased in small quantities. Alumina powders are less expensive. 
Medium nap polishing cloths would be suitable for coarse alumina powder (1 
micron sieve size). I've not tried to polish any Bakelite knobs this way, 
but us metallurgical type have been doing Bakelite this way for half a 
century or more.....

Crackle finish is not the same thing a wrinkle, although many people use 
the name to describe wrinkle finish. Proper crackle finish is very 
decorative, with '‘islands' of a dark colour (e.g. black) surrounded by 
‘'sea' of a paler colour (e.g. gold). The overall effect is a bit like 
crocodile skin or if you prefer, like the craters of the moon; it is very 
attractive in a dated sort of way. The effect was created ina 
three-stage process and is not easy to replicate. The base colour was 
applied first and allowed to dry and harden. After this, the overlay 
colour was applied and baked at a very steady temperature in an oven. 
During this process the crackle finish appears. Finally, when all is hard 
and dry, a coat of clear lacquer is applied for protection.

Here are some of the methods shared: 


Brasso (alot of folks are using this) 

Toothpaste 

Paste car wax 

Black shoe polish (alot of folks using this also) 


Jewelers rouge 

Very fine grit sandpaper 

Various specialized plastics cleaners used in restoring BC radio knobs 
and automobile plastics 


These cleaners are applied by: 
Buffing (great dangers of melt down reported here when using buffers) 
Hand rubbing with a soft rag or diaper (clean) 


One adviser said if I kept going, those knobs would shine like little 
mirrors :-) While I am not looking for little mirrors (hihi) I am 
looking for a consistant sheen rather than a spotchy pitted look.

Andre have covered the C42 have given the basic info pretty well on this set. 
There were 3 versions built according the the British Army's Royal Signals 
Reference Manual. 


The transceiver is in fact contineously tunable with a vfo. It has a wide 
bandwidth and was designed to operate on channels 100 kc apart. (The No.2 
version could operate on channels 50 kc apart). These were also used 
extensively by the Australian Army. All the ones I have seen were made in 
1959 so they were probably in use in the British Army some time prior to 
Australian contract orders. 


To use the set without the usual harness and control boxes requires that some 
modification be made to the set. There is no variable audio gain control on 
the front panel. Each operators position (in tanks etc.) had it's own control 
box with audio gain control. If the set comes with the appropriate harness 
and control boxes, well and good. If not, I think from memory that there is 
enough room to unscrew the large harness connector on the left side of the 
set and push it back inside. An aluminium plate can be fitted in its place 
with gain control, mic and headphone socket all grouped together on that 
plate. This allows for the set to be returned to original configuration at a

Also I'd appreciate any comments, suggestions, mods etc. on this 
simple (but effective?) piece of gear. I've already cleaned off 
the fan blades and oiled its phono motor. The tubes light up 
nice and bright yellow. 


FWIW, previous owner wired in high-voltage Si diodes in place of 

the 866A mercury rectifiers, with a series resistor. Would they make the 
choke more likely to fail? He did it failry non-invasively and 

gave me two pairs of 866As in case I wanted to go back to 

authentic and romantic operation, watching those tubes pulse blue 

in time with my voice.

I do not recall ever seeing a power supply with a capacitor across the 
filter choke. However if the two capacitors are there on each side of the 
choke to ground, as in a typical capacitive input filter then the filter 
you have in your supply is an elliptic or otherwise known as Cauer. The 
capacitor across the choke provides a zero of transmission and offers a 
higher rate of rolloff than the typical pi filter. So this kind of filter, 
provided that the resonant frequency of the L and C parallel combination 
(the filter zero other than the one at infinity) is less than the ripple 
frequency, will attenuate the ripple more than the simple pi would. So if 
you know the value of the inductor you could calculate an acceptable value 
for the capacitor such that the resonant combination is less than say 60 
HZ. You could conceivably place the zero, which would create a deep null, 
right on the ripple frequency and have a real clean power supply. All of 
this ignored impedance matching considerations but is my only plausible 
explanation. Hope this helped. 73s - Mike

My meager understanding is... 

Rule #21. You do NOT want the L-C combination in a choke-input supply 
filter to be resonant at either 60Hz or 120Hz. Doing so will cause the 
filter to "ring", or to put it in power supply terms, "suffer from very 


poor static voltage regulation". It's a bad thing. 

Observation #1. The inductance of all chokes decreases with increasing DC 
current load. 

So...the idea is that the parallel capacitance across the filter choke will 
"detune" the L-C filter from being resonant at 60/120Hz, for all values of 
inductance the choke may take on vs. DC current. 

I have seen the concept briefly explained in a standard reference (I think 
it was my 15th Ed. E&E handbook) . 

FWIW, my 2x 3-500Z amp has an 11Hy (with tolerances/variations clearly 
marked...+3/-1Hy !) choke with a ©.01uF, 5kV oil cap in parallel, with a 
32uF filter cap following. As an example. 

I would certainly replace. I've seen published values between 0.01uF and 
@.1uF; depends on the choke inductance and filter capacitance. I believe 
the magic numbers of LxC to avoid are 1.759 and 7.036 (L in Hy, C in uF).

Not weird at all. Electro Mfg made many of these bugs from the mid 
20s to the early 30s. The Electro Bugs were made in Fresno California 
and later in San Francisco. Rob's model is likely a Junior or #11. 

The design includes the "T" bar handle. On the professional models 
there is an electromagnet that pulls on the pendulum. This was in series 
with the telegraph line and was supposed to make heavier weighted dots. 
There is a reostat in series with the electromagnet. These bugs were 
made with a nickle plated base and a black enamel base. The serial 
numbers for this bug seem to be in the 10,000 plus range. 

There was also a model without an electromagnet call the Electro-Bug 
Jr. It was also sold as the Model 11. The Juniors were made in black and 
green bases. There was a wireless model available with 3/8" contacts. 
The serial numbers for the Jr. and 11 seem to be less than 1,500. All 
models had the serial number stamped on the bottom. Electro is believed 
to be the father of the Les Logan line of keys as they had the "T" bar 


handle also. These keys seem to be fairly common. You find an equal 
number with and without the electro-magnet.

Ken, 

We met at the military radio meet in San Luis Obispo. 

I just finished fixing a BC-348-P receiver and many of the ceramic 
trimmers had a cracked sleeve. Each sleeve looks like a hex nut but they 
are pressed onto the variable capacitor shaft. The good trimmers have 
the slotted end of the shaft flush with this sleeve. If the sleeve 
cracks, the shaft becomes pushed in by a 1/8 inch and the capacitor plates 
short. If the shafts are pushed in and the plates jam, this may prevent 
them from moving. I have had 4 go bad on my 348-P and I was able to fix 
them by removing the capacitor rotor, turning the shaft a bit, and 
putting a 6-32 thread on the shaft. The rotor is placed back into the 
capacitor and the shaft is held into place with a 6-32 nut. A drop of 
metal epoxy holds everything in place and the capacitor turns nicely again. 

I don't know if this is related to your problem but I thought it might 
help. I will try to be at the military radio meet again on 2 May 1998 
and if you are there I would like to discuss this problem.

I've been told that the ceramic trimmers in Wells Gardner's BC-348-J, 
-N, and -Q receivers tend to freeze in place making their adjustment 
difficult, if not impossible. 


A ceramic trimmer is also used as the 1f£ band oscillator padder in most 
other BC-224 and BC-348 receivers. These, too, are a problem. I put 
too much muscle on the padder in my BC-348-R and broke it. Finding a 
replacement was not too easy. 


Does anyone know how to free these trimmers safely? Will a shot of 
DeoxIT D5 do the job? What causes these trimmers to become frozen in 


the first place. Any and all guidance will be appreciated.
